CuriiMcate, which 
had been virtually left at the |M>st. got up in the 
last stride and lieat Drexel out a liead. Envoy, the 
favorite, was third, another head away, and a head 
in front of Yorkshire Lad. Tlic tinisli electrltied the 
•Towd of .5,000, brliiKing tlieni to tlieir fwt in an 
outburst of clieering, 

Tliat Envoy was beaten was to no lack of endeavor 
on the part of Jockey Nicol. He took all sorts of 
chaiH-es in tlie race and roughed. I»mnpcd. jostleil. 
janmied and caromed the others to such an extent 
that tlie judges suspended him for six days for all 
l>ut Ids employer. Fred Cook. For a week past Nicol 
has Iteen doing pretty much as lie pleased. 

The track has drie<I out considerably over idgbt and 
It was iti much Ijetter condition, yet slow and lumpy, 
than most liorseinen had exiiected it would be.

& Forsythe sale, showed Ids true form today and 
defeated a goo<I field of horses in tlie Merchants’ 
Handicap. Incidentally it may be remarked tliat 
it was the first time tlie elder Shields' colors liave 
lieen seen at the old track since old Logan was per- 
forming BO impressively in the late DO’s. The race, 
aside from tlie ninnetary i-onsideration to owner 
Sliields, was gratifying liei'ause Ben Hodder, owned 
by his son. was decisively beaten by a colt that the 
latter tliouglit little of and tried to prevent the old 
man from purchasing.
